3. The only installation occupied by Polish troops was the barracks 
installation on ul. Czinska Bolko, formerly Bolkostrasse, The 
soldiers, who wore blue uniforms with red~-bordered blue epaulets 
and olive drab uniforms with red-bordered olive drab epaulets 
and wrapped leggings, were between 20 and 25 years old and there was 
a frequent turnover, Trucks carrying soldiers with baggage were 
repeatedly observed entering or leaving the installation. The 
two four-story barracks buildings were always occupied to 
capacity. Registrations of Poles for the draft took nlace in the 
building of the former army post administration on Margaretenstrasse 
from where the inductees were marched to the railroad station in 
groups by NCOs, *

strasse, The militia was in a former police building on the 
Burgplan.
